Weather doesn't dampen rodeo spirits 

Future contestants steal the show

Over 500 people braved the wet and cold last week¬ 
end to watch contestants battle for top spot in the 
Didsbury Rodeo. 

"The contestants provided an outstanding perform¬ 
ance in the mud, the crowd enjoyed enormously,” said 
Lorna Richmond, an organizer for the event. 

She said the weather turned a lot of people off the 
outdoor event. There were .100 less rodeo-goers than 
last year, but those who did go “had a terrific time.” 

Montanna Meredith was hanging around the arena 
while the youngest rodeo participants did some muttin’ 
bustin’. 

“These little kids are where it all starts,” she said of 
youth interest in the rodeo sport. 

“And it's really funny. It gets you into the rodeo spir¬ 
it." 

The crowd laughed uproariously as children as young 
as three-years-old tried to hold onto the back of sheep. 


The rodeo clown kept a close eye on the riders, scoop¬ 
ing them off the back of fleeing animals when the going 
got tough or giving the kids a hand up when they tum¬ 
bled into the mud. 

Nelda Radford, who 
signed up her six- and 
nine-year-old boys for 
muttin' bustin', said the 
rodeo is “great enter¬ 
tainment for kids.” 

“This is our first time 
here and the rodeo is, 
well, the epitome of 
country life,” she said. 

Despite some excite¬ 
ment over the event, 
there were a few disap¬ 
pointed faces at the 
lack of diverse entertainment for little ones. 

Julie Steed was watching her two children scramble 
for cash in a man-made sand pit and said there was 


little else for them to do. Families look forward to 
select events each year, including the Didsbury rodeo 
and so it’s disappointing there are so little activities for 
children, she said. 

When she arrived at the event on Saturday she 
expected a similar set-up to Canada Day in Memorial 
Park. There was a money pit, mutton bustin’ and face 
painting but little else. Where are the train rides, the 
petting zoo and the midway? she asked. 

“The rodeo is good, but 1 brought the kids for other 
things...like the midway. 1 don’t think they should have 
advertised the midway if there wasn’t one,” Steed said. 

The midway was one of traditional events that didn’t 
occur this year. The bench fair was also cancelled 
because of a drop in volunteers. 

Richmond said Mac’s Amusements, the company 
hauling in the rides didn’t show up and it hasn't 
returned the society’s phone calls to let them know- 
why. 

“It was really disappointing,” Richmond said.

Buyer beware: 

residents cautioned about hail repairs

Homeowners eager to 
make repairs to their 
homes following the 
August long weekend hail¬ 
storm are being cautioned 
against hiring contractors 
without doing a little 
research first. 

Following news reports 
about the damage inflict¬ 
ed by golfball sized hail in 
town, local bulletin 
boards and power poles 
have been flooded with 
advertisements from con¬ 
tractors willing to provide 
services. 

Although it may seem 
like a deal to some, indus¬ 
try experts warn that a 
snazzy business card is 
not the same as a valid 
licence and a proven track 
record. 

When David Litwiller of 
Litwiller Developments 
and Restorations out of 
Calgary heard that some 
residents have already 
had out-of-town contrac¬ 
tors show up at their 
doors unexpectedly, he 
responded that it’s a start 
to an all too familiar story. 

“It’s another nightmare 
in the making,” he 
groaned. 

Litwiller has a litany of 
horror stories from home- 
owners in Calgary who 
have fallen victim to fly- 
by-night scammers and 
warns that home repairs 
are like any other pur¬ 


chase: buyer beware. 

Murray Pound, vice- 
president of Gold Seal 
Homes, says that he too is 
concerned about the sud¬ 
den spike in out-of-town 
contractors that have 
moved in overnight. 

“I would hate to see any¬ 
one, whether it’s one of 
our past customers, or 
anyone in Carstairs have 
work done that isn’t going 
to be done properly,” says 
Pound. 

Fortunately, the two 
men say there are some 
simple guidelines that 
homeowners should fol¬ 
low' before hiring a con- 
t ractor. 

CHECK OUT OR 
THROW OUT 

The most important 
starting point is to ask a 
contractor for their busi¬ 
ness licence and make 
sure it’s current. 
Contractors should also 
be able to provide a valid 
copy of their Workers 
Compensation licence. All 
contractors are required 
to have a valid business 
licence, and all prepaid 
contractors must be 
licensed with Service 
Alberta. 

If a company is able to 
provide proper documen¬ 
tation, Pound says home- 
owners should then check 
out a company’s refer¬ 
ences by contacting an 


organization such as the 
Alberta Better Business 
Bureau at 1-800-601-4464, 
as well as asking friends 
and neighbours for their 
opinions. 

Even if a company 
checks out with the 
bureau, Litwiller warns 
that there still isn’t a guar¬ 
antee of the company’s 
work. 

“Just because they’re 
registered with the Better 
Business Bureau doesn’t 
mean they’re a good com¬ 
pany; you need to make 
those inquiries, due dili¬ 
gence is huge." 


GET IT IN 
WRITING 

If the contractor’s back¬ 
ground checks out, then 
it’s time to get everything 
in writing. Litwiller says 
that without a contract, 
homeowners are putting 
themselves at tremendous 
risk by leaving themselves 
liable for injuries and 
damages, while also relin¬ 
quishing any guarantee of 
the work done. 

“Without a written con¬ 
tract you’re at risk for 
everything and anything 
that could go wrong... 
Your insurance is proba¬ 
bly not valid if you’re hir¬ 
ing people under the table 
for cash, so you risk los¬ 
ing out on your own insur¬ 
ance." 

“If you don’t have a writ¬

ten contract with a legiti¬ 
mate, proper company, 
you have no recourse in 
the courts. The judge 
doesn’t want to talk with 
you because you're a dirty 
player yourself for agree¬ 
ing to go with cash.” 

Pound adds that hiring 
illegitimate companies 
could mean that the com¬ 
pleted work may not meet 
building code standards, 
leaving homeowners with 
a tremendous cost down 
the road. He recommends 
that homeowners ask con¬ 
tractors if they are mak¬ 
ing repairs in accordance 
with industry standard 
methods. 


CONFIDENCE 
IS KEY 

In the end, both Pound 
and Litwiller say that a 
legitimate contractor 
should always be willing 
to provide any documen¬ 
tation and answer all ques¬ 
tions without hesitation. 
Similarly, contractors 
should never pressure you 
into getting something you 
don’t need or want. 

“You’re not being offen¬ 
sive if you’re asking all 
these detailed questions. 
If these guys don’t w'ant to 
answer the questions you 
can tell them to (go 
away),” says Litwiller. “A 


legitimate contractor is 
going to be more than 
happy to produce that 
stuff for you.” 

Residents who feel they 
have been scammed or are 
suspicious of a contractor 
asking for cash, can call 
the Canada Revenue 
Agency to file a report by 
calling 1-866-453-0450.

Government of Alberta 
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Parents slash back-to-school spending

Before she starts back-to-sohool shopping, mother TYicia 
Neufeld will check to see if she can draw on Iasi year ’s 
stock. 

“If I can use an old backpack, I will,” she said. “We’ll also 
use lots of hand-me-down clothes." 

Like several local parents, Neufeld is looking for ways to 
take the bite out of her September shopping bill. 

National consumer surveys show parents spend ;ui aver¬ 
age $600 annually on supplies, clothes and shoes, making 
this season the highest retail holiday next to Christmas. 
This year, parents aren’t expected to spend quite as much. 

Ernst Young, an international business advisor, says 
even though “consumer confidence rose for the fifth 
straight month in July, it’s still only just back to the level we 
hit this time last year." 

"The stock markets may have recovered from their 2000 
lows, but people are still worried about salaries, debt 
levels and damaged bottom lines. That quashes spending," 
said Daniel Baer, Ernst & Young’s national retail industry 
leader. 

Baer says that value centres, thrift shops and dollar 
stores will be the real winners this month when it comes to 


where consumers spend. 

Neufeld doesn’t doubt it. She’ll be one of those shoppers 
searching for bargains to fill her eight- and 10-year-old sons’ 
wish lists for the school year. She can afford to spend about 
$300 total on her boys for the move from vacation to edu¬ 
cation, but things will he tight. It makes her wonder what 
families with single or unemployed parents are facing. 

“There are lots of single parents here and at this time of 
year, well, you get a sick feeling in the bottom of your stom¬ 
ach because your kids want everything and you can’t 
always give them that," she said. 

Lisa Sauve, a healthy families home visitor, says the 
recession has hit Didsbury hard and a lot of families can’t 
afford the back-to-school basics. 

“The have-nots, have nothing. There Ls a lot of financial 
hardships right now," she said. 

School supplies can cost anywhere from $35 to $70 and 
that’s before accessories, clothing and footwear. It can add 
up to a hefty bill. 

She said her organization, Accredited Supports to the 
Community, is aiming to help needy families by seeking 
donations from corporations and relying on donated goods 
to schools and supply drives. 

“The Kitz for Kids drive has been really great, last year, 
it was a huge help to families in this town,” she said. 


The Value Drug Mart back-to-school drive, Kitz for Kids, 
delivered between $2,000 and $3,000 worth of supplies to 
area schools in 2(X)8 alone. 

This August, pharmacy owner Brad Blatz is inviting com¬ 
munity residents to give cash or supply donations to the 
fundraiser. When kids hit the books, he’ll visit schools in 
Didsbury, C'arstairs and Cremona to make deliveries. 
Principals will usually know which students are short on 
supplies and will discreetly fill that need. 

Cash donations can also go to school or education-relat¬ 
ed endeavors, Blatz said. Value Dntg M;irt handed over 
$600 of the raised monies to the preschool construction 
project last year. 

“People have been really receptive to this program, it’s a 
good cause," Blatz said. “So far, we are on pace with previ¬ 
ous years.” 

He said tough times have only made people dig a little 
deeper into their pockets to help those who may be in 
need. 

“It’s almost like the community bands together in the 
rough times. Retail stiles may be going down, but the dona¬ 
tion side tends to go up," he said. 

“And the demand will always be there. There will always 
be a segment of the population who...can’t afford 
everything on the list.

Midway drives to survive

Supporters of Midway School are hoping the recent 
purchase of a van to shuttle youngsters to the school 
will provide parents with another option for where to 
send their children. 

The small rural school, located about 18 minutes east 
of Carstairs, had faced possible closure by the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division last year, but was given 
an extended life following an outpouring of support 
from parents, staff and students. 

The school typically houses between 20 and 30 stu¬ 
dents from Grades 1 to 6. As soon as students finish ele¬ 


mentary school, they typically attend high school in a 
surrounding secondary such as Carstairs or Didsbury. 

In hopes of alleviating large class sizes in neighbour¬ 
ing schools, Jennifer McCulloch, whose children attend 
Midway School, is hoping a recently purchased van can 
be used to shuttle students from Carstairs and 
Didsbury and the county to Midway. 

“We’ve been hearing for a number of years that class¬ 
rooms in town are very full and we just feel like we 
have a school out here that (boasts) class sizes that are 
small, so to help offset the class sizes in town and help 
boost our numbers; this is a thought we’ve been work¬ 
ing on for a couple of years," says McCulloch.

Preservation of Didsbury's heritage

Health-care 
plans must be 
made public

—* With the Stelmach government- 

controlled Alberta Health Services 
Board conducting a review of rural 
hospitals and emergency helipads 
this summer, questions continue to 
outnumber answers by a large mar¬ 
gin when it comes to the future of 
the province’s vital health-care system. 

During the Ralph Klein era, there was much talk of 
Alberta moving towards more and more privatized 
health care. In the end, the Klein government’s pro¬ 
posed ‘Third Way’ plan was scrapped following wide¬ 
spread public outrage. 

Since coming to power, Premier Ed Stelmach and his 
Health Minister, Ron Liepert, have been much more 
coy about their plans for health care. 

While both Stelmach and Liepert have been quick to 
say that changes are needed to bring costs under con¬ 
trol, they have so far decided not to put their cards on 
the table by outlining their long-term health plans - if 
such plans even exist. 

The United Nurses of Alberta, representing most of 
the province’s front-line nursing staff, says it is con¬ 
vinced the Stelmach Tories are already moving 
Alberta’s health system towards an ‘Ameriean-style’ 
for-profit system - and doing it by implementing “dam¬ 
aging cutbacks" across the board. 

“Alberta Health Services is cutting hundreds of nurs¬ 
ing jobs, management jobs and services,” said UNA 
president Heather Smith. “They are drastically reduc¬ 
ing the public health system available to citizens, and 
they are trying to pretend that they are not.” 

At a recent meeting of 250 nursing leaders, Heather 
Smith said the union believes cuts to the public system 
are a ‘backdoor way’ to expand demand and opportu¬ 
nities for private medical entrepreneurs. 

“Albertans are feeling the impact of these cuts on 
their care now, and they will only feel it more and 
more,” said Smith. 

With the premier and his health minister keeping 
their long-term plans to themselves, at least so far, the 
opposition Liberals have put out a call for public dis¬ 
closure of the government’s intentions. 

“We don’t know what the premier may choose to 
cut," said Liberal leader Dr. David Swann, a physician. 
“What’s important to remember is that cuts are coming 
and there will be consequences with them. This could 
mean job losses and increased wait times.” 

While it’s true the Liberals, and to a lesser extent the 
UNA, have their own agendas to push, there is much to 
be said for their respective calls for the government to 
lay out its plans without further delay. 

Premier Ralph Klein put his cards on the table with 
his ‘Third Way' plan, giving ordinary Albertans a 
chance to have their say. 

Despite the fact major reviews of hospitals and heli¬ 
pads are now underway, it’s high time for Premier 
Stelmach to show similar leadership by making his 
health-care intentions known.

Recently, Town of Didsbury council supported an 
initiative to once again start the process of becoming 
an accredited Main Street Community through the 
Alberta Main Street Program. 

Alberta’s Main Street Program has been around 
since 1087 but has recently taken on a new face. 
Through Alberta Culture and Community Spirit, a new 
process has been developed and municipalities are 
required to take certain steps before being accepted 
into the program. 

Didsbury participated in the Main Street Program for 
several years, ending approximately nine years ago. 
During its time as a Main Street Community, much 
work was done by Didsbury businesses and communi¬ 
ty members to preserve and protect Didsbury’s histo¬ 
ry. Thankfully, the town has most of the information 
from this project and it will be of great benefit in 
assisting the administration of the town as it moves 
forward onto the newest phase of preserving 
Didsbury’s past. 

The Alberta Main Street Program works very closely 
with that Alberta Municipal Heritage Partnership 
Program which helps municipalities manage their his¬ 
toric places. They provide opportunities for munici¬ 
palities to access funding, expertise and resources to 
help them establish or maintain an ongoing municipal 
heritage conservation program. Through this pro¬ 
gram, Didsbury will be applying for grant funding to 
complete a Municipal Heritage Survey and Inventory. 
This is a 50/50 cost sharing opportunity between the 
municipality and the province of Alberta. Didsbury 
Town Council has committed to $20,000 in 200!) to 
complete the survey and $20,000 in 2010 to complete 
the inventory. The commitment from the town will be 
comprised of a combination of funds and/or in-kind 
contributions such as volunteer or administrative 
hours of work. Town administration will make every 
effort to maximize the use of in-kind contributions to 
minimize the fiscal impact. 

Once the survey and inventory are completed, own¬ 
ers of buildings which have been identified as being 
historic in nature may choose to go forward with hav¬ 
ing their building designated as a Municipal Historic

Resource . By doing this, it will help owners gain 
access to opportunities for ongoing cost-sharing pro¬ 
grams for conservation from the Government of 
Canada and The Alberta Historical Resources 
Foundation. Once identified as a municipal historic 
resource, they become eligible for up to $50,000 
matching funding on an application basis twice per 
year. 

Didsbury Town Council felt that by taking the first 
few steps in becoming an accredited member of the 
Alberta Main Street Program, the community would 
benefit in many ways. Further identification and doc¬ 
umentation of our historic resources will allow the 
town to continue to preserve and maintain its histori¬ 
cal character, protect historical buildings, develop 
guidelines on their preservation and access funding 
for ongoing maintenance. This Heritage Preservation 
Project will complement the Central Core Heritage 
Plan as well as the Historical Walking Tour, and is an 
integral part of the Integrated Community 
Sustainability Plan. 

The success of the Heritage Preservation Project 
will continue to show Didsbury as an attractive 
vibrant community rich in history and known for its 
commitment to preserving its heritage.

It has been 10 months 
sine* 1 Desmond Thring last 
worked and with a baby 
on the way, the pressure 
to find a job is mounting. 

He has blanketed 
Mountain View County 
with 200 resumes and 
applications and hasn’t 
gotten any offers yet, 
although he says he came 
close a few times. 

“I don’t know why 1 
haven’t had any luck. 
Maybe it’s my resume,” he 
said. 

Thring isn’t short on 
experience. 

He has dished out burg¬ 
ers in McDonald’s, cooked 
food, put up drywall, 
roofed and insulated 
homes, among numerous 
other jobs. 

“I’ve learned a lot of dif¬ 
ferent things, mostly in 
general labour. I want to 
be a jack of all trades," he 
said. 

But even with a smatter¬ 
ing of experience, he 
doesn't seem to be what 
employers are looking for. 
He has heard business 
managers are seeking 
skilled and experienced 
workers and although he 
can understand that, how 
can he ever be among 
those ranks if no one gives 
him a chance? 

His partner is expecting 
their baby this winter and 
so he wants to have steady 
employment by then, 
although it’s getting tough 
to keep up hope and the 
search when he isn’t get¬ 
ting calls back. 

“You almost want to give 
up, but you know you 
can't,” he said. 

This summer has been 
cruel for young job seek¬ 
ers as unemployment hits 
what may be the highest 
level ever in Canada. 
Numbers show 38,000 jobs 
were lost in July alone.

The idea has been in 
the works for several 
years by the Midway 
Community Centre, but 
only recently came to 
fruition with the help of 
Carstairs Ford, which 
sold the group an eight- 
passenger van at a 
reduced price. 

“Definitely without 
their support and what 
they did with us we 
wouldn’t have been able 
to do the venture," says 
McCulloch. 

The idea behind the 
shuttle service is that the 
van will be dispatched to 
bring six children to and 
from school every day. 
Midway school does have 
school buses provided by 
the school board, but 
they only pick up stu¬ 
dents from the rural area 
around Midway. 

Bruce Moltzan, 

Chinook’s Edge associate 
superintendent, says that 
the minivan shuttle is 
being run entirely sepa¬ 
rate from the school 
board, but notes it’s a 
great way for the school 


Not since Statistics 
Canada began tracking 
such records in 1977 has 
this number been so high, 
leaving one of every five 
students out of work. 

Unemployment records 
reveal nearly half of the 
414,000 people thrown out 
of work since the reces¬ 
sion hit last fall were 
young people between the 
ages of 15 and 24. 

Wendy Tario, an 
employment specialist at 
the Centre for 
Employment in Olds, says 
grim prospects are hurt¬ 
ing youths’ faith in future 
job opportunities and 
making life challenging. 

“They are like, where do 
we go from here?” she 
said. 

“There are no opportu¬ 
nities and (youth) are fac¬ 
ing challenges in going to 
school, buying a home 
and putting food on the 
table.” 

One of the largest prob¬ 
lems in rural regions is 
the amount of unskilled 
workers. Employers want 
experience, education 
and skill and youth don’t 
always have those qualifi¬ 
cations. 

Tario said the boom 
time in the last few years 
did teenagers and young 
adults a disservice by 
making them ill prepared 
for tough times. After all, 
who needed post-second¬ 
ary education when you 
could get good money 
working general labour or 
the oil patch? 

“Now employers have 
cut back on hiring and we 
have skill and education 
gaps among our youth. It 
impacts their job search,” 
she said. 

The best solution for the 
spike in youth unemploy¬ 
ment would be for 
employers to allow' youth 
some leeway by giving 
them on-the-job training 
or applicable skills, she 
said. 

to attract new students. 

Midway school had 
gone through a 
review/closure process 
and “through that 
process the parents in 
the community really got 
engaged in trying to find 
ways to continue to make 
the school viable," he 
says. 

There are approximate¬ 
ly 50 children around 
Midway that could attend 
the school, but Moltzan 
says only about 25 to 40 
actually do. 

“There comes a point 
where it’s almost margin¬ 
al to keep offering a pro¬ 
gram, but if they can 
enhance those numbers 
by half a dozen students, 
or eight to 10 students, 
all of a sudden the pic¬ 
ture is quite different.” 

The school board has in 
the past used vans to 
transport students, but 
after safety concerns 
began to surface around 
the large 15 passenger 
vans, the board aban¬ 
doned the vehicles. 

“When we were using 
them, especially on 
longer trips, we probably 
weren’t doing what we 


The Centre for 
Employment in Olds and 
Didsbury is seeing a jump 
in those aged 10 to 24 
dropping in for help find¬ 
ing jobs. Specialists don’t 
see the amount of clients 
easing up anytime soon. 

Melissa Maschke, coor¬ 
dinator for the Centre for 
Employment, said youth 
haven’t had to work to get 
a position before and 
they’ve never experienced 
this type of employment 
crunch. 

“If a job ended a year 
ago, they could just walk 
across the street and get 
another,” she said. 

The centre is re-educat¬ 
ing employment seekers 
on how to build a resume, 
network and dress appro¬ 
priately, things they’ve 
never had to do before. 
The lack of technique or 
knowledge is making 
young people poor com¬ 
petition for the older gen¬ 
eration, 55 years and 
above, who’ve seen a job 
increase of 90,000 in 
Canada since October. 

Nineteen-year-old Cody 
Gorman, has been going 
to the Centre for 
Employment after he 
failed to get calls back on 
30 applications. He has 
the additional responsibil¬ 
ity of being a stepfather 
and needs to find a job to 
support his family. 

“I am worried about 
finding something...I am 
looking for anything that 
provides a steady income 
and I couldn’t care less 
what it pays as long as 1 
am getting money,” he 
said. 

It’s been six months 
since he last worked and 
he says it’s becoming dis¬ 
couraging to hand out 
applications and “wait 
and wait and wait and 
nobody calls back.” 

“If only I could walk 
into a place and get a job 
like that,” he said, snap¬ 
ping his fingers. 

should have been doing 
in terms of driver qualifi¬ 
cations and using profes¬ 
sional drivers,” explains 
Moltzan. 

McCulloch says that 
the minivan chosen for 
the service alleviates the 
safety concerns of larger 
vehicles and adds that a 
qualified driver has been 
hired and proper insur¬ 
ance has been acquired. 

The van service is 
being offered for free for 
the first year, which is 
why McCulloch is asking 
the community for dona¬ 
tions and support. Local 
businesses are also wel¬ 
come to inquire about 
advertising space on the 
van. 

“This school is a 
tremendous school and I 
think once people under¬ 
stand that or have their 
children go there for a 
couple weeks or a month, 
they realize what a gem 
of a school it is."

initiative since 2001 i. 

lire event joined up this year hugely to support ltx*al 
resident, Shawrra Whiteside, who has been battling breast 
cancer since February. 

“Tltis is our first time and we felt like we wen* going out on 
a limb with it....we had a brilliant response. A lot of people 
won* pink," said Uinta Richmond, event coordinator for the 
Didsbury Agriculture Society. 

Tire society handed over two cheques to the Wild Pink 
Yonder, a Canadian Bn*ast Cancer fundraiser and the Bn*ast 
Cancer Supportive Care Foiurdation in Calgiuy. 

Tire supportive can* foundation Ls a non-profit tlurt hel|>s 
patients recovering from breast cancer surgery and treatment 
In 2008 it served 1,300 patients, among those, Whiteside. 

“They do all the little firings that the doctor may not have 
time for. The doctor is concerned with curing and they an* 
concerned with ntakiitg you comfortable," she said, adding 
nurses at tin* foiurdation answer questions about the recovery 
process or help patients pick out wigs. 

Whiteside was diagnost*d with breast cancer seven months 
ago at 36-years-old turd Ls in the midst of battling the illness. 
She had her fourth roiurd of chemotherapy last Monday. 


“My reaction was shock. I mean 1 had no lanrily history of 
breast cancer and I’m so young...when I found the lump I 
wasn’t really concerned," she said. 

When the doctor told her fire lump was cancer, she didn’t 
shout “why me?" or get angry. Whiteside wanted to know 
what she could do to beat it. 

On Saturday, after her fourth bout of chemotherapy she 
thundered into the arena bald. It took a lot for her to leave the 
house without a wig, but she wanted to prove a point: women 
with cancer can still do what they’ve always done. 

“I r<ui in the barrel race to show |x*ople this Isn't a death sen¬ 
tence, you can still lx* active. I may not lx* fire fastest rider out 
there, but I’nr able do it," she said. 

Seeing her fellow riders compete and hang out at fire chutes 
wearing pink in support of her and others with breast cancer, 
deeply touched the barrel racer. 

“Pink usually stands for little girls and baby carriages, but to 
me, pink stands for power. It stands for dignity, grate and 
most of all, supixirt," she said. 

“This Ls all alxrut the gt*sture you show by wearing the 
colour, especially if you don’t like pink. By putting it on, it's a 
tip of the hat and a silent show of support."

affordable and regular transportation, storefronts aren’t 
level to the sidewalk for scooters and there arc* no side¬ 
walks on some busy streets,” she said. 

1 ler comments come shortly after the town approved the 
installation of three park benches on 20 Ave. in the next 
year. Bowman applauds the move, because it took council 
less than a month to make the decision and inspires confi¬ 
dence they will be quick to vote in other, more important 
improvements. 

“There is definitely a need for those benches. Some of 
our residents say they’ve had to sit on a rock on some¬ 
body’s property to rest on their way to town,” she said. 


“Though these benches are just the tip of the iceberg 
when it comes to what needs to be done for seniors," she 
said, adding the largest problem remains transportation. 

The Lions bus picks up seniors on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays and costs three dollars a person. For a couple 
on fixed income, six dollars a day can really add up, she 
said. 

Ethel Gooding, 84, agrees transportation is a problem for 
those who live on the outskirts of town. She Ls lucky that 
family lives nearby to give her a ride if she needs one, but 
not all seniors have the same support. 

“If the Lions bus Isn’t running.. and they don’t have fam¬ 
ily or friends residents are out of luck," she said. 

“Benches are fine, but they are used only in spring and 
summer. Transportation Ls needed all year round.” 

The Alberta government is recognizing a need for more 
infrastructure and programs as the senior population con¬ 
tinues to grow and is asking municipalities to consider 
what they can do to be more age-friendly. 

“We see coming over the next 20 years seniors who are 
still very active and want to live independently. If our com¬ 
munity Ls senior friendly. . .they will be able to get out, be 
engaged and get active,” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Having the over fit) crowd out and about also means more 
dollars spent in grocery stores, cafes and coffee shops. 

The challenge is getting the town in shape to support thLs 
demographic he said. The roadways are not built at the 
appropriate slope, the town can’t force businesses to be 
accessible and no surveys have yet been done to show 
where and how the town can be improved. 

“We are trying to keep on top...be more cognizant of 
where we can make changes so the town is accessible to 
everyone, but we haven’t made an outright effort through a 
program or mqjor project,” Wittal said. 

The town has talked to the Lions Club about having a 
more regular bus schedule, but the challenge Ls finding vol¬ 
unteers to man the vehicle. 

Wittal said the town is looking at sharing the cost or fully 
paying for a bits driver, although nothing is finalized. 


This burgeoning Alberta town is bust when it comes to 
being age-friendly, say those at Aspen Ridge Ixrdge. 

Brandee Bowman, recreational therapist at the lodge, 
said Didsbury has a growing senior population, which Ls 
expanding as baby boomers slip into their golden years. 

Census data from 2006 shows 22 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion is over the age of 60 and StatLstics Canada estimates 
numbers will jump 10 per cent province'-with- by 2026.

Police are beefing up efforts to crack down on drunk 
drivers this month, as part of a provincial campaign to 
reduce fatal collisions. 

Although the province is reporting a 10.5 per cent 
drop in the number of crashes since 2007, t he number of 
accidents caused by impaired drivers has remained 
steady. RUMP say of 28 fatal crashes last .Inly, they are 
investigating alcohol and drugs as a factor in 15 of 
those. 

Drunk drivers cause 20 per cent of crashes that occur 
yearly in Alberta. 

“In the last three or four years the number of drinking 


Trailer stolen, crashed 

Three hours before sunrise, a Carstairs neighbour 
looked out his window and saw two thieves hitching a 
neighbour’s trailer to their truck.

ceming for us. No one can say the message not to drink 
and drive isn’t out there, yet people are still using terri¬ 
ble judgment," said Inspector James Stiles, traffic serv¬ 
ices officer for RCMP K Division. 

He said the RCMP is devoting August, statistically one 
of the worst months for drinking and driving, to educat¬ 
ing the public about safety and good driving behaviour.
